KING OF THE HILL 

Neighbors take on a bcal power player over 
a six -story devetc^ment in Chestnut Hill.

H istoric and lea^', Germantown Avenue in Chestnut Hillmuy 
took like any other publk street. But in reality, much of it is 
owned by one company. Bowman Properties — and in turn 
controlled by one man. Bowman owner Richard Snowden. 

The unofficial mayor and, some say, hostage-taker of Philiys 
second most affiuent neighborhood owns more than 35 properties 
along the district’s main drag. But at the moment it’s the one at 
8200 GermantownAve. that has put Snowden at the center of an 
ei^t-month-kmgfirestorm of threats of litigation, allegations of 
conspiracy axal angry letters to the community sounding board. 
The Chestnut Hill Local. 

Snowden wants to develqj the lot, the former Magarity Fhrd 
dealership, into a mixed-use complex to include anupscale Fresh 
Market grocery store, million -dollar townhouses and condomini- 
ums. Tb do so, he's gotten CifyCouncilwoman Donna Reed Miller to 
introduce three bills that would revise the toning of the (ate. amend 
the Germantown Avenue Special District Controls that govern it, 
and change the direction of Hartwell Lane to ease traffic flow. 

It doesn't take much to get opinkmated Hill-dwellers fired up, but 
this time they're especially irate. 

Part of thmr issue is the use of City Council rather than tbe

And part of it is the design ofthe development itself 
"It's completely out of scale with what's around it," saysThny 
Halbert, who lives behind the property and has organized herneigh- 
bora, gathering more than 400 signatures for a petition against a 
development they say will be too dense for its context . The front 
part would looklike I^ymouth Meeting Mall, the size of the big-box 
buildings them, and it would be way outofline with how things now 
feelin this part of the woricL"

Now, with City Council ready to ac^oum in less than a month — at 
which point Miller’s term wil! end — it remains to be seen bow far

HOUSE HUNTERS 

Q'the Philadelphia Housmg Authority had been holding on toils 
stockpile of bllghled and abandoned properties becauae it 
thought no body wanted them, it was proved woefully wrong last 
Wednesday whal some 500 people showed up at the Westin Hotel 
in Center CSty to bid on them in a first-of-its kind public auction. 

The theory is simple: let the market do for the 400-odd lots what 
decades of public ownership couldn't andputthem backinhi 
productive use. But its execution leaves plenty of questions. 

“Whoever buys these things better act quick" to start reha- 
bilitating them, noted twentysomething Dave “Save"Tran, who 
specializes in assisting inexperieiKed home buyers who’ve gotten 
in over their heads. "You'll get a deal, yeah — but Is It a trap?" 

City Aiper found Tran waiting to chat with winning bidder, 
HanifAzly, 25, who purchased a vacant lot on the 1300 block of 
South Bouviet Street for $26,000. He hadn't researched the 
purchase much, he admitted, but “that's whaCa exciting." 

Risk, indeed, seemed to rule the day: CP approached a man who 
had bid over S200,000ona‘kit'afmore than20puirel8.onty 
to find that (he purchaser, retired asbestos contractor Cyril Fuller, 
had never done anything like this before; in fact, he hadn't 
come to the auction with the faintest idea ofwhat he might buy. 
Asked whathisplanwasfbrthepmpertieB, Fuller politely asked CP 
to leave him be: "I needto thkrk.'hesaid. 


MIXED MESSAGES 

"Is Mayor Nutter^ administration deliberately trying to under- 


mine us. or are they Just confused?" 

Su(h was the question posed by Gwen Snyder, a member of 
Occupy Philly, in a letter to the Daily News. 

It's a good question. Last week, the city — which had been 
relatively friendly to Occupy Philly thus far — began delivering a 
series of confusiig messages, starting with eviction notices 
instructing protesters to leave Dilworth Plaza "immediately" 
because of an imminent construction project. The mayoFs spokes- 
man. Mark McDonald, refused to elaborate on the meaning of 
"immediately." causing protesteis, fearful of a nighttime raid, to 
vote to pre-emptively move the entire camp to Thomas Paine Plazn 
aonsE the street — a site repeatedly suggested by the dtyasan 
alternative, But no sooner did the group enthusiastically start 
hauling twits than they found themselves rebuffed by a phalanx 
of city police who instructed them to return — to the camp, that is, 
fr'om which they'djust been preliminarily evicted. 

[fthat weren't confusing enough, thecity seems to be playing 
fast and loose In Its references toOccupy^iillyleader- 
ship: While city officials correctly identified a group ofOccupiere 
who uppHed for a permit to move earlier last wedc, Reascmuble 
Solutims, as a “faction" within the group, it's also been mixing 
references to the group’s General Assembly — the democratic 
voice of Occupy Philly — with references to the ‘Radical Caucus" 
subgroup. On Sunday, the /nquirer dted city ofrrcials desorbing 
having met with the Radical Caucus to discuss a permit — when, 
infect, they’d met with the general assembly's legal group. 

And all this on top of a barrage of language from the mayor 
suggesting that Occupy Philly has"dianged" due to "new groups ... 
like the Radical Caucus." 

Maybe the city’s just confused. Or maybe the city, as several Occupy

He seems to have a certain vision or lack thereof 
for Chestnut Hill, and anyone who disagrees with 
him gets serious shit " says Paul Roller, who owns 
the restaurants Roller's at Flying Fish and Roller's 
Express-0.“He bkes In bold the community hos- 
tage economically." 

Locals po sit tliat could be the reason for retail 
vacancies overthe years in Snowden’s properties, 
which they say have been a drag on the district. 
Snowden, however, describes "an uphill battle 
attractingnewrelailerstocome to the avenue, par- 
ticulariy under current economic conditions." 

Meanwhile. Saiyjiv Jain, who owns more than 
a dozen commercaal properties on Germantown 
Avenue, is 100 percent rented. "The market is very 
strong; there's good demand, "he says. As to why 
Snowden's storeihints sit vacant , Jain admits, 
“Nobody’sever figured that rate out" 

In 2009, Snowden made another purchase — 
buying the Magarity property right out fiora under 
Weavers Way Co-op, which planned to turn it into 
acommunity-owned market The co-op's general 
manager. Glenn Bergman, says Snowden came in 
with a cash o&r and nabbed the property, 

Snowden tells it differentiy: "We first pursued 
purchasing the Magarity site as a means of protect- 
ing the business corridor, its plarming principles 
and airhitectuial quality,-. - [The property had] 
generated a great deal ofinterostfrom develop- 
ers, including those who usually do prxqects for 
Wolgree ns a nd Wa wa 

WeuversWay has since opened a few blocks away, 
and nowBcrgman worries the area can’t support 
another market. Halbert agrees: ‘Hte supermarket 
will cannibalize the otherbusinesses." 

Still, when news of the project broke, some 
were encouraged to learn that the disused car lot 
was being devebped. says Karen Smith, another 
neighbor.Buttherewere concerns, she says, and 
"people were talking in a very disconnected way." 

Tb foster a more cohesive discussbn. Smith cre- 
ated aprivate Googb Group, open to anyone who 
wantedtojoin- -includiiig &iow den. Though the 
tone was informational, she says she had several 
confrontations wilh Snowden, culminating in June 
when a neighbor posted a Unk m a 2002 Inquirer 
arbcle about Bowman's tax issues, 1 woke up that 
morning to a stream of progressively angrieremails 
from [Snowdenl.inwhidr he threatened me as the 
owner of the list with a libel suit," Smith says.

stacked the boards ofthese 
groups with allies, and point 
out Shapro, his Magarity proj- 
ect manager, is also president 
ofthe Chestnut Hill Business 
Improvement District .

"It’s just unfair tiiat a person 
with.., power can circumvent the 
process and get [zoning changes 
made that will make the prop- 
erty much more valuable," says 
Halbert. ‘Meanwhile, the commu- 
nity is not getting anything."

Three years ago. shortly after Td moved to 
Philadelphia, a man came by my frontdoor in 
Fishtownone morning, pushing a shopping 
cart. We nodded to each crtherand, after a short 
pause, he said,fou got anymetal7’'Insteadof 
me giving him metal, he wound up giving me his 
phone number. 

Greg Loper became the subject of my flrat cover 
stoiy for Ciiy Biper. ‘Living on Scrap: How two 
men found their caling In the garbage." about 
Loper, his partner, ‘Rodun~ Ron Jordan, and how 
the two had overcome their troubled pasts and 
found income, in d^endence and dignity collecting 
discarded metal and selUng it to local scrap yards. 

Loper had lived the gangster life as a young 
man. After a series of low-wage jobs, he had found 


in scrapping a way to be his own 
boss and still provide for his 
wife. children, stepchildren 
and grandchildren . 

Until Mondaythat is, vdren the 
Daily News reported that . while 
riding his Incycle, Greg had been 
hit and killed 1^ a driver with a 
history of DUL 

That article, noting that Loper 
had taped acnpyofmy article to 
his bicycle, repeated scrmething 
he had told me: that ‘scra^rig 
saved my ife.'Ks femilytold 
the Doi/yAfeus that Tie probably 
wouldhave wanted them to scrap 
his mangled bicycle.” 

I remember following Greg 
back to his home after he'd been 
out Bcrappngall day Ashe stood 
among his busy famib (he hud 
seven 8tepkids,fourbiolagical 
children and fourgrandchildren), 
he looked as ccntent as Td seen 
him.

— a true hero. Fbr me, too.

u ■ don'tgivemuch validity to what we referto as the past.' says 
I Bit Martino.*! don't really believe the past edsts. I see it as an 
m illusion. ITte same goes for the future. When an individual is 
prune to being alert, there is nothing to be afraid of in regard to the 
past or the future that is applicable to that person’s state of mind.' 

The 67-year-old South Philly guitarist and jazz innovator has 
quite apast — studying with Eddie Lang, playing alongside organ- 
ists Charles Eaiiand and JackMcDu^ signing tnPiesti^ at age 20 
as a bandleader — but he's also got a unique relationship with it. 

In the late *705, Martiao began having seizures and was diag- 
nosed with arteriovenous malformation (AVM), which brought 
about a near-fatal brain arreurysm.Anotherwise successfiil surgery 
to correct it left him without memory of the guitar or his music. Even 
those long fantiliar to him became vague, distant memories. 

Somehow, thededicated Martino was able to piece everything 
back together, relearning his old life while making an even newer, 
braver one fiUed with rich spiritual, personal and aesthetic discov- 
enes. That life is part and parcel of his new book, Here and Now! 
TheAutobiogruphyoflht Martino (•xritteamthiazzKnbe Bill 
MilkowskiX The present also includes the release of Martino’s first 
new album in five years, the live and vibrant C/ndeniobfe. 


Here, Martino’s brand of post-bop bliss is sniper sharp, 'Each 
of these songs is an emotional description of the spedfic moment 
when each occurred.so they have nothing to do with any detailed 
approach,’ says Martino. They also had a great deal to do with 
their surroundings and ideas and individuals that were stimulat- 
ing to me at that moment.' 

Martino recalls creutingwhole projects based on sudi levels of 
stimulation: His much-acciaimediS(onefi/ue(1998lwas tohave 
been another album altogetheruntil the guitarist ran into key- 
boardist Delmar Brown in Philly. ‘We got together casually to say

TRANSFORMERS 

- HAVE YOU EVER looked atawork of art 
and been seriously moved? Imagine if the 
tables were turned: Can art respond to a 
person? It’s far-fctched, sure, but Chunky 
Move's Connected makes it happen. 

Taking up half the stage, Reuben 
Margolin’s striking sculpture, made of 
strings, steel, wood, magnets and a motor, 
rosomblos a loom. Initially, it serves as a 
static counterpoint to the dancers, whoso 
chaotic movements are loose and twisted. 
Their bodies jerk, Hail and rebound, as if 
being bandied about by a force held. 

After the performers b^n to carefully 
place pieces of metal and plastic between 
a set of strings that hang down from the 
top of the sculpture, dancers are then 
tethered to another set of strings, and we 
begin to see how the bits of plastic and 
strings have combined to form a waveform 
grid; when the attached dancers pitch for- 
ward or raise an arm, they activate a pul- 
ley that causes the suspended structure 
to undulate and shift in reaction to those 
movements. The floating geometric form 
gradually morphs into a beautiful and 
intriguing metaphorical dancer, one that 
waves, shrugs, sighs and even becomes a 
lover. The transformation is transcendent. 

You don’t have to be privy to the complex 
math and calibrations to be impressed. 
And the fact that you can aee how it aU 
works doesn't diminish the wonderment. 

Chunky Move director/choreographer 
Gideon Obarzanek builds Connected at a 
measured, methodical pace. As symme- 
tries and tensions between the cast and 
sculpture go through permutations, we’re 
compelled to draw ourowninterpretation 
of the echoes and responses. 

Obarzanek breaks the spell by turning 
the dancers into museum security guards 
(apparently standing around doing noth- 
ing is harder than it looks); the finale has 
the cast engaging in a series of games that 
turn into competitions of touching and 
chasing. As the players get more involved, 
the suspended sculpture appears to move 
independently, as ifendowed with iU own 
impulses. There’s actually a motor pulling 
the stringa, but we buy into the illusion.

I wonder if the haters know about Tashan, the culinary anchor of 
thespfTy LEED-certiAed 777 South Broad building whose name 
translates to'swagget' in Hindi. This joint exudes it Anm every 
hard and glittering surface, every plush and come-hither nook. 

Tb the Philadelphia eye, Tashan is unexpected, almost star- 
tling. When Iwalked in, a breathy “Ohl'escuped my lips, like a 


girl surprised by a handsome blind date.Marsbmallow lounge 
chairs and ornate coffee tables Bank a bar with shelves that 
glow blue like sticks ofWinterfresh. Carved wood screens and a 
floor-to-ceiUng wine rack divide pubbedining moms Aom private. 
Chandeliers drip from the ceiling Ukc luminous stalactites, 

Tashan 's design piece-de- resistance, though, is the stainless- 
steel-wrappcd open kitchen. Chefs would salivate over the toys: 
tan door ovens encrusted with metallic tile; u tiered charcoal sigri 
grill: a $42,000 Rational oven; a Swiss Pacojet that hims frozen 
purees into smooth spheres of bracing black sall/rciyal cumin/ 
lime sorbet, a complimentary intermezzo during my meal. 

MimishNarula has come a long way. Three-point-one miles to 
be exact, A-om Seventh and Girard, whem he opened the Arst 
TifBn in 2006. 1 remember how gaga I was over it then . Five years 
later, 1 feel the same way about Thshan.

Fm not the only one. apparently. Thsh 
was packed the night I dined, and the 
backlog meant $15 cocktails at the bar, 
where I waited for nearly half an hour 


past my reservation. "This is the busiest 
night so far," my server apologized once we were seated.

He wasn't kidding. Alter half an hour at the table, the only food 
that showed up was a trio of chutneys meant to complement the 
tardy plates: sweet-and-sour mango, coconut-dlantro-mint and 
ground yellow lentil “gunpowder" laced with peanut and tama- 
rind. 1 was so hungry, I wish I could Cell you 1 didn't start snack- 
ing on the condiments.

Senat is cooking some 
of the most exciting 
food to debut this year. 

Then the first dish came. A runner lifted the silver 
dome ofi'a dish, releasing a smoke-|^n-engineered mist 
that revealed succulsit "shikaari" quail once it cleared. 
Thename means “hunter' in India, referring to the live- 
fire grilling of the bird. I don’t think any gamesmen take 
the time to marinade their catch in dove, ginger, garlic 
and yogurt, though, Irt alone stufi'it with tamarind and 
peanut rice or serve it with sweet confit of melted onions. 

Before teamingupwith Narula.chefSylvaSenat. a 
veteran of Jean-Georges, Aquavit and Buddakan, had 
nevercooked Indian food professionally, The Haitian 
chef drew on his background to understand the cuisine. 
*We use a lotof similar spices,' Senat says. “[The] combi- 
nations already made sense to me,’ 

His comfort working with bold seasoning is evident in 
dishes like venison, grilled with fenugreek, cumin and 
smoked cloves before beingkissedby imm-and-plum 
chutney. He distills xacutti, a Goan curry, to its essential 
spices — no fewer than 21 of them — and applies the 
blend to pork tenderloin in both wet and dry marinades. 
Even the desserts showed a mastery of Indian flavors, 
fi-omroseina trioofkulfi icecreams to cardamom and 
ciimamon wovai throu^ a hish bread pudding. 

Senat's updates of familiar dishes like chicken vin- 
daloo are especially winrring. At Thshan, the fiery curry 
gets turned into a plump, garlicky sausage (crafted by 
D’Angelo’s, ofiSenat’s rocipe) grilled on the sigri and 
served over crunchy, airy puffed-rice salad. A take on 
pani puri brought hollowed durum puffs cradling spiced 
potato, minted chickpeas and u shot of refreshing cilan- 
tro- mint water injected tableside with a squeeze battle. 

Though the hits clearly outnumber the misses, there 
were a few. That pork was sUghtly overcooked, and the 
paneer-fillcd ground lamb kebabs were bland, not to 
mention topped with varakh.an edible silver leaf used 
to decorate Indian confecHona I get the reference, but 
it added nothing but pretense. And there’s no ignoring 
Thshan's lofty prices, best represented in the $35 lobster 
for two. Gilded in black cardamom butter that sounded 
fantastic and tasted like nothing, the two-pound tail 
was the weakest dish ofthe night, rising fmm a bog of 
com cunythatin flavor resembled French onion soup. 

The lobster joins biiyani. Iamb shank and few others 
in the ‘Grand Finale' section of shareable dishes. But 
that didn’t stop my server from asking, “One lobster or 
twoT'Thiscrew sure can upsell, but fortunately that 
doesn’t take away from the other things they do well. 
Tashan'smenu is rtotan easy one tolearo.butthis 
enthusiastic, professional staffhas done so adirurably
